‘rights and Germany 1 per cent. Ger- 
many is trying to fulfill 99 per cent,’ 
he said. ‘“‘The evacuation of Cologne is 
Germany’s 1 per cent of the interna- 
tional rights. Take that away and 
what is left? No single government in 
Germany will be strong enough to 
stand off the national disappointment, 
and those who have. been preaching 
the sermon of fulfillment of German's 
obligations under the Dawes plan will 
be laughed at.”

NAVY TO RUSH 
RECONDITIONING 
WORK ON SHIPS 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 12.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Navy officials after finishing a 


successful fight to gain authorization 
for the modernization of six of its first 
line battleships will immediately begin 
a new campaign to have at least a part 
of the $18,260,000, provided for this 
work, appropriated by this congress 
so the reconditioning work can go for- 
ward without delay. 

Whether appropriations will be 
asked at once for the construction of 
the eight modern scout cruisers which 
were authorized along with the mod- 
ernization of the capital ships in the 
$111,360,000 naval] bill, which passed 
the senate yesterday, was not made 
known today. This matter, it was 
said, would be decided when the sub 
ject is reached by the appropriations 
committee. 

In expectation that congress will ap- 
propriate for the modernization, the 
battleship Florida will be ordered into 
dry dock at once and work on her re 
habilitation begun this year. Money 
for this work will be taken from a 
fund of $300,000 now available, but 
which has been held back pending the 
passage of the bill authorizing the 
modernization of the ships, Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur said.

THE. TRACTION SITUATION. 
Three traction proposals have been made. One is 
by Mayor Dever. It is for the acquisition of sur- 
face or elevated lines, preferably both consolidated 
under municipal ownership, and for the building 
of subways for a unified system. lor purchase 
and construction the city would issue Schwarz 
certificates under the public utility act. 

Another is by Samuel Insull, for the city con- 
struction of subways in which he will operate in 
connection with the elevated lines. He also says 
he will make elevated extensions into the unde 
veloped area of the city, it being estimated that 80 
per cent of the population is in half of the city 
area because of insufficient transportation. 

The third ie the surface line proposal of Henry 
Biair for the city construction of subways operated 
in connection with the surface lines upon a long 
term franchise, for which legislation would be 
needed. 

For the mayor's pian it is necessary that the 
certificates secured by the earning power of the 
lines and not backed by the credit of the city shall 
be salable. If they were offered to the present 
holders of surface line stock and bonds for the 
properties at the contract price under the ordi 
nance it would be optional with the holders to take 
them or not take them. They are required to take 
eash when offered by the city. They are not re 
quired to take certificates. The holders of: the 
bonds and of the A. B. C. traction securitics could 
say yes or no as they pleased. 

Mayer Dever could have his plan accepted by the 
esuncil and the public referendum, but it rests 
em the malability of the Schwartz certificates. It 
ft ene thing to vote for M. O. and another to risk 
ene’s savings In M. O. securities. If the public 
weald not buy them they could not be used for pur- 
chase or construction and nothing could be done. 
There are opinions one way and the other on this, 
but tt ends tn opinion. 

We ase no chance of Insull’s plan being accepted 
mor of Biair’s. Either might be senzibie, but 
metther could hope for much of a hearing. 

The term of the surface line ordinances ends in 
1827. Then the city must purchase or provide a 
purchaser under the terms of the ordinance or the 
lines will be operated from day to day under the 
Present management, a condition which certainly 
will not permit of any development or extension. 

This period is close at hand and the city is 
engaging itself merely in discussion of plans 
through none of which it can see its way clear. It 
is a discussion which is now more than twenty 


- years old and inevitably it will go on, possibly to 


a conclusion some day. 

It is true and it is coming to be admitted that 
control of a subway system is control of the aitu- 
ation. If Chicago were building subways it might 
be able to continue the discussions without serious

So that wearing furs may 


cause skin disease continues to ac- 
cumulate. In the main, the fur 
caused rashes are on the neck, 
shoulders and around the face. The 
probability is that the number of people 
who suffer from fur eczema will increase 
unless the fur manufacturers establish a 
joint research department and abide by 
the rules which it lays down or unless 
the authorities take action. 
It will not be enough for one furrier, 
or even for a furriers’ trust, if there be 
one, to establish such a department.

Fur eczema may be caused by the for 
itself. There are people who are ex- 
tremely sensitive to hair. When ex- 
posed to hair these people get asthma 
or hives. The greater part of the trouble 
is due, not to the hair itself, but to the 
dyes used in the fabricating of furs. 
Some dyes are qnite poisonous, some 
slightly so, and some may not be at all 
poisonous to anybody.

ST. LAWRENCE WATERWAYS. 
(The Winnipeg Tribune.) 

Further progress has been made toward a begin- 
ning on the St. Lawrence deep waterway project. 
Subject to ratification by the respective governments, 
the engineers representing Canada and the United 
States have come to an agreement as to the scope 
of the inquiry that must first be undertaken.

cise to strengthen the muscles, as I un- 
derstand that one’s heart is as good as 
the muscles. My pulse is usually 70— 
more whep exercising, golf for instance— 
but seems to come back to normal quick- 
ly when I stop. I can hear my heart 
when lying down, which annoys me 
very much. 

. REPLY. 

Your physician meant that the blood pass- 
ing some valve made a sound which was 
peculiar and which is called a murmur. 

Most heart murmurs are due to obstruc 
tions on or by valves and leaks through 
valves. Where there is a murmur, the heart 
muscle has extra work to do. If it does 
not do this extra work well there are other 
symptoms of heart diseaso. <A pulse of 70 
is net far from normal. 

Have your physician prescribe your exer 
cise. Follow his prescription. As a rale 
exercise which does not disturb the palee 
rate much is good for one. The fact that 
your pulse quickly slows after exercise in- 
dicates that you are not exercising too vio- 
lently. 

Hearing your heart beat when you are 
lying down may be an important sign, but 
as a rule it is not.

He feels 
that he himself was born out of his 
time, that his father was so born, and 
in so far agahe tells the stories of those 
maladjustments and doesn’t assume 
his self-conscious pose of nalveté he is 
writing a memorable book. When he 
makes the detailed pictures or the 
sketchy flashes of men and their rela- 
tion to life for to himself) he is con- 
cerned with that raw material and he 
does something you don’t forget. 

When he is being a critic of life or 
of his times or of himself he is be- 
yond his depth, for he is not in any 
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sense @ critic. He is an honest and 
strangely sympathetic observer of the 
common people, with whom he has had 
intimate contact. He needn’t insist 
upon his own commonmess; he needn't 
make a great point of his poverty.

CROWN REPLACED 
BY SHILLING AS 
AUSTRIAN COIN 


Will Be Basis for All 


Finance.

VIENNA, Dec. 12.—The Austrian 


i|crown was officially buried today with- 


out hdnors and without mourmers. No | 
longer will Austrian housewives’ daily , 
budget be reckoned in hundreds of 
thousands. 

Austria's new money, the shilling, 
will become the officia] currency for all 
government organizations #f the 
finance minister’s proposed law is ac- 
cepted Even the name of kroner, 
which ts coupled with so many sad 
memories in Austria, will also disap- 
pear. The shilling is officially a silver 
coin, having the worth of 10,000 paper 
crowns, or approximately 15 cents. 

Not many of these silver pieces will 
be circulated, hovewer. They will be 
represented by a new paper currency, 
which will gradually replace the pres- 
ent bank notes. The shilling is divided 
into 100 stuber. 

‘The new meta! money, which will be 
coined in half, one, and two shilling 
pieces, can not exceed a total of ten 
shillings per head of the population. 
It contains a mixture of sixty-four 
parts silver to thirty-six parts copper. 
The shilling will weigh six grams. 
Later the government plans to coin 
twenty-five and one hundred shilling 
gold pieces.

Cleo, It Now Develops, Wasn’t 
the Vamp She’s Been Painted 


l@s Not to 


A new and revised edition of Arthur 
Weigall’s “ THE Life and Times of Cleo- 
patra” comes to us as practically a 
new book. It certainly presents to 
us that creature of infinite variety in 
& new light. According to Mr. Wel- 
gall, Cleopatra was never the vicious 
vamp which history has given her cred- 
it for being, although she was without 
doubt a woman of great charn’ and 
brilliance, a woman of wit as well as 
of beauty. 

Cleopatra has come down to most 
moderns in one of three literary forms, 


as the heroine of Shakespeare's “ An- 
tony and Cleopatra,”. where more of us 
have learned that scrap of ancient his- 
tory than in any other place, as the 
heroine of the opera “ Cleopatfa,” 
which we have had little opportunity 
of hearing and seeing here—though I 
remember one stunning performance 
which Mary Garden gaye of it—and as 
the moving figure in Bernard Shaw's 
“Cesar and Cleopatra,” the most 
dramatic, it seems to me, of all of 
the Shaw plays and one that is a 
gorgeous evening’s happiness to read 
aloud. The world has taken for granted 
that Cleopatra was ugly but appealing. 
Mr. Weigall says that she was beau- 
tiful, but not fatal, and that her re- 
lations with Cesar and Antony were 
most sedate and conjugal. 


~~ 

Mr. Weigall says that Cesar went 
to Egypt 2 deep<yed sinner and found 
Cleopatra a young and impressionable 
girl, and that all of the tales of the 
seduction of Cesar by an accomplished 
woman of the world are bosh. It was 
during Cleopatra’s very salad iays 
that Cesar arrived, and for his own 
ends he played upon her susceptidill- 
ties. It was not long béfore she had 
taken him as a sort of comport, and 
when her son—and his—Czsarion, was 
born the country accepted Cesar as the 
personification of the ancient god 
Amon and their Haison as of divinities 
—for they believed, of course, that 
Cleopatra was, by force of inheritance 
and royal birth, the personification of 
the goddess Venus. ‘ 

Cesar waited until he knew that 
his child was a boy, and then he left 
the queen for Rome, where she fol- 
lowed him later and lived for the few 
years before his assassination. 

Their al'iance was as much political 
as sentimental, Mr. Weigall believes, 
and it was their joint plan to found 
a great errpire which Casarivn should, 
at the death of his father, inherit.

deer and three turkeys.”

Missions to End Soon, 


Presbyterians Told 
BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON 


Missionary work in foreign countries 
can be abandoned within the present 
generation and the native Christians 
left to do for their lands what Chris- 
tianity has done for America, accord- 
ing to Dr. Robert E. Speer, who made 
the closing address last evening of-the 
national Presbyterian conference in 
the Fourth Presbyterian church. 

Dr. Speer last week retired as the 
president of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. He is 
the secretary of the board of foreign 
missions of the Presbyterian church 
and has made several world tours. He 
contrasted conditions today with those 
of twenty-five years ago and declared 
the change in attitude of the so-called 
heathen nations towards Christianity 
was so marked as to make an epoch 
in the life of the world.

“Twenty-seven years ago in the city 
of Allahabad, India, I heard the name 
of Christ hooted,” said Dr. Speer.

,Christ that he has opened the way 
|for the preaching of the gospel more 
than could have been accomplished in
